THREW DOWN THEIR GUNS. 

The militia companies here threw down 
their guns and disbanded, declaring that tf 
they went to Darlington it would be as pri- 
vate citizens and for the purpose of assisting 
the people of the town. The Governor’s 
guards held a meeting lasting two hours be- 


tore deciding what to do, there being about

By this 
several thousand uten dad 
authored about tie Guards’ armory and 
packed the street and Dullding to the very 
doors. Indignation was expressed on every 
side at the indecision of the guards, It was 
reported at one time that the guards had de- 
cided to go, and a large part of the crowd 
greeted this report with groans and hisses 
for Tillman’s body-guard,’’ and swore they 
would take their guns away fromthem. The 
crowd was in a voleanic state. Adjt.-Gen. 
Earley and aldes were hissed as they came 
down stairs. The crowd was composed of 
the best people of thé töwn, from dank 
presidents and city Aldermen to laborers, 
Finally the guards decided not to go. Threats 
were uttered against Gov. Tillman. Some 
one cried, **Let’s break open the State Dis- 
pensary and throw the whisky out, and a 
start was made, but after an hour of fervid 
eloquence from dry goods boxes the crowd 
was dissuaded from its purpose. 


A STATE OF ANARCHY. 

Reports at hand to-night show that citi- 
gens from Florence and other nearby towns 
have gone t the help of the Darlington 
people, while company after company of 
militia through the State have followed the 
example of the militia here and refused to 
obey the order of the Governor. The State ls 
almost in a condition ofanarchy, The power 
of the Government has entirely collapsed and 
in the immediate vicinity of the trouble busi- 
ness is at a standstill. In the towns, at 
least, publicsentimentis against the v. 
ernor and the dispensary law, and in at least 
four towns in the eastern part of the State the 

people have looted the dispensaries, smashed 
alt th the bottles and poured the liquor into the 
streets. 

There seems now to be no danger ot con- 
flict between the residents of the town an 
the country people. There is a report tha 
the Governor expects to concentrate a thou- 
sand men from the rural districts at Tim- 
monsvilie in Darlington County to-night. 
Country r are for the most part follow - 
ere of Tillman and friendly to the law. 

Tiliman has been secluded at the Executive 
Mansion all day, but refused to give any in- 
formation to the press. With him was sen- 
ator Evans, who fathered the law in the 
Legislature, and whois a candidate forthe 
succession tothe governorship.

He was on the 
ground, and as 1 bent over him, he opened 
his eyes, smiled at me and then closed them 
again. He gasped several times and died. 
He was shotthrough the heartand the shot 
came from a _ 482-calider pistol. I tried 
to get physicians to attend to MeLen- 
don who had not fallen until the fight 
was over. I could not get any of them to 
ald him. About that time I noticed a crowd. 
of citizens coming, and thought it time to 
getaway. Together with the two men who 
came here with me I took the pistols which 
Pepper and McLeadon had and made my way 
to the home of Sheriff Scarborough. We 
stayed at his house until a deputy told 
us that the house was to be searched and 
that we had better go tothe woods. We did 
this and staid there till dark and then went 
back toward the town to see what we could 
learn. Wesaw that it would not be safe for 
us and set down the track of the 
Charleston, Sumpter and Northern Rall. 
way. We Walked the track all night 
getting out of the way when we heard any 
noise. We got to Sumter about 12:30 to-day 

and went by rear streets until we saw the 
Ohief of Police and surrendered to him. At- 
ter we had been fed we were taken to jall and 
remained there until we were brought here 
on a special train. We hada lucky time in 
getting here safely.’’ 
Do you know who of the constables were 
wounded?’’ 

No, I do not, sala McDonald. ‘‘I heard 
that Chief Galllard’s son was one of the men 
wounded.’ 

When asked if ho or nis companions had 
seen any ofthe otherconstables after leay- 
ing Darlington he said they had not. 


MILITIA REFUSE TO RESPOND. 

OHARLESTON, 8. O., March 41.—Gov. Till- 
man has been making desperate efforts to- 
day to call out the militia of the city, but nas 
falled. The Adjutant-General of the State 
has been here in consultation with Brig.- 
Hu „ comm ing the Fourth 
Brigade, ut he declines to send his com- 
panies to Darlington. ‘‘No company of this 
command,’’ he telegraphed the Governor, 
**will sus the constabulary in their 
method of 99 the dispensary law. 
This brigade will uphold and defend the

The Man Whose Authority Is Now De- 
fied in South Carolina. 


For several ‘years Benjamin Tillman has 
been practically supreme in South Carolina. 
It is eonceded that a man mut bi 
great strength of some kind to make himself 
the ruler of a State and to hold his 


wer for a considerable period, 

oth the size and picturesque- 
ness of his figure have increased in the pub- 
lic eye because he is so different from other 
famous men of the State. In former times 
the celebrated public men of South Carolina 
were noted for culture of mind and courtlii- 
ness of manner. In nearly all cases they be- 
longed to old families. Nowhere in the United 
States, not even in Virginia, did birth carry 
80 much distinction. ‘aristocracy of 
South Carolina formed 4 et corporation 
and selected men from — own ranks to fill 
allthe offices. They were polished men of 
the world. The war took their money, but 
when tne day of the carpet-bagger passed 
they gained control of the State and used it 
much in the old way. 

When Tillman came forward first as a 
political figure he was received with little 
consideration. He had ttle. education, 
Nearty all the South Caroliniafis had been 
educated in the Northern universities a 
abroad. They liked to put 
Latin phrase now and then in their 
speeches. They were very partial to Scott 
and Bulwer. Tillman undertook to achieve 
political success on lines entirely new. He 
never made a political speech till 1685; then 
he bitterly attacked the State Government,

STEAMER EMS OVERDUE. 


Anxious Speculation. as te the Cause 
of Her Delay. 


New York, March 31.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Ems, bound from Bremen to 
New York, is four days overdue and the 
opinion preealls that either her 
engines have broken down, or she has 
had trouble with the field ice congestedo ff 
the GrandBanks, At this season of the year 
it is not unusual for steamers to be behind 
and in fact few of them travel on time, 
But in the case of the Ems there 
are conditions that lendanairof extreme 
provability to the assumption on the part of 
the agents and others that more than rough 
weather bas retarded her passage. 

She left Bremen, touched. at Southampton 


for p assengers and passed out again at 6 p. 
m. March Three days later at 
6 a. m. theRed Star steamer Nord- 
land, @which satied from Ant- 
werp, March 17, sighted the Ems racing 
to the west. The German steamer was bull 
down on the horizon. She came on 
rapidly and when abreast of the Nord- 
land exchanged signals. There was no 
evidence to show a defeet in any part of her 
makeup, and a eouple of hours after she was 
out of sight under the rimof the horizon. 
The position of the vessels at the time they 
exchanged signals was about 950 miles west 
of Southampton. 

Her speed up to that time, allowing "for the 
time difference, was about 16% Knots au 
hour. Continuing this speed over the south- 
ern course she would have reached 
here Monday, The prevailing dig ice 
felds and fogs off the danke would 
retard her speed, but atany rate she would 
hardly be delayed more than a day ora day 
anda half.

THE GREAT PRINTER. 


Every member of that noble guild which 
preserves and practices ‘‘the art preserva- 
tive of all arts,’’ and every one connected 
with the editorial or reporting department 
of a newspaper may well be proud of the 
fact that the greatest ‘‘all-around’’ man 
America has produced was both a printer 
and a journalist. There have been others 
greater in some things, but not one so 
great in so many things as Benjamin 
Franklin. He was what the Germans hap- 
pily call ‘‘a many-sided man, and each 
side was developed in perfect proportion to 
every other, and all were of the largest— 
nothing small about him. In one of the 
oldest streets in London is an old house, 
on the front. of. which is a tablet bearing 
this inscription: 

Here Livep 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, 
Printer, Philosopher and Statesman. 


Bors m 17. Dm 1 0. 
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No 3 . te adie ‘that 8 
without lifting his hat to the name and the 
fame of his illustrious countryman. 

In these days when electricity le doing 
so much, and promises so much more in 
the near future, Franklin is chiefly asso- 
ciated in the popular mind with thai 
omnipotent and mysterious agency which 
has already revolutionized the world far 
more completely than did the discovery of 
steam power. But electricity, though the 
greatest, was only one of the almost in- 
numerable subjects to which that 
mighty mind, at various times and in vari- 
ous ways, devoted iteelf, And in dealing 
with the greater things he did not disdain 
the smaller. He suggested improvements 
in the soup dishes of sailors, and the 
water troughs of horses; he cured smoky 
chimneys, improved fireplaces, and invent-

A ROBLE EXAMPLE. 

Apropos of the recent revelations of the 
great danger to which mature statesmen 
are subjected from the wiles of seductive 
maidens the shining example of coura- 
geous resistance given the world by F. N. 
Oook, an old and wealthy pioneer of Ne- 
braska, is invaluable. 

Mr. Cook is a bachelor and when he was 
stricken down with a dangerous malady 
the opportunity of his helpless condition 
fired the ambition of an elderly and des- 
perate spiaster who lived in his neighbor- 
hood. She went to his bedside bearing in 
her hands the heroism of tender charity, 
but hiding in her heart the dark design of 
piercing his unshielded heart with the poi- 
soned dart of love and sacrificing him on 
the hymeneal altar. 

This unscrupulous spinster apparently 

had Mr. Cook in her power. He was sup- 

| posed to be unable to move from his bed, 
and she took advantage of his helpless- 
ness to ply the arts of Cupid. She mixed 
love sweetening with every bitter draught. 
But she did not count on 
the dauntless will and courageous 
rectitude of the stern old pioneer. When 
he recognized her purpose his resolution 
wastaken. He did not dally with danger. 
He did not hesitate, He did not even wait 
to put on his clothes or to open doors, but 
with the strength of desperate resolve went 
through a window in his night gown, and 
sped down the street. When he was 
brought back and the spinster renewed 
her suit he rushed to the attic and jumped 
thirty feet. 

Mr. Cook is now enjoying the reward of 
his heroic resistance. He has four broken 
ribs, a‘*concussed’’ brain and is not ex- 
pected to live, but he is safe from the 
spinster anda breach of promise suit. If 
Col. Breckinridge had adopted the 
course of Pioneer Brown and jumped 
from that fatal carriage how happy 
he might be now. He might have 
broken bones but he would have a whole 
reputation and peace of mind. He might 
have broken his neck, but his tombstone 
would record the fact that he was a good 
man. It is better to go through life 
maimed, halt or blind, it is better to be 
dead than to tread the flowery path of dal- 
liance that leads to the court-room. | 
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THE HOUSE OF LORDS 


The English House of Lords (or Peers) 
consists of the whole peerage of England, 
and of certain representatives of the peer- 
ages of Scotland and Ireland; but many of 
these last also have English tities which 
give them seats in the House. As, for in- 
stance, the Duke of Buccleuch, a Scotch 
peer, sits as Harl of Doncaster, and the 
Duke of Leinster, an Irish peer, as 
Viscount Leinster. 

According to the latest official list, ex- 
clusive of 12 minors, and one baron whose 
claim is not established, the present House 
cf Lords is composed as follows: 6 Princes 
of the Blood, 2 Archbishops, 21 Dukes, 22 
Marquises, 115 Harls, 25 Viscounts, 24

ative peers elected for each Parliament, 
and 28 Irish representative peers elected 
for life.

n is the son of an English phy- 
sician he has had all the advantages of 
education. His father sent him to col- 
lege and the young man became ‘‘a splen- 
did scholar in Greek, Latin and French, 
but he refused to learn a profession and 
his father finally declined to support him 
longer in idleness. 

Thus adrift in London the young man 
went from bad to worse. He had acquired 
the habit of eating opium and to obtain 
the money to buy it he sold matches and 
blacked boots. He ate little or’ nothing 
and lived chiefly on the drug which was 
working his degradation, spending his 
time by day in the libraries and sleeping 
in the streets at night, until finally, before 
he reached the age of 80, he was a physical 
wreck and a social outcast. 

His ability as awriter became known 
through an essay on ‘‘Paganism and 
Christianity’’ dropped into the letter box 
of a denominational magazine for which 
he afterwards became a regular writer. 
When attempts were made to restore his 
health physicians declared that he could 
not recover from the effects of his excesses 
and privations, but he has been treated in 
a Carmelite monastery for some time and 
his health is so far restored that great 
hopes are entertained of his future in the 
literature of England. 

Tnese hopes can only be realized in such 
figs as are gathered from thistles, and 
there is enough of that fruit already har- 
vested in the literature of the closing years 
of the nineteenth century. Neither now 
nor ever will the gutter produce anything 
above its own level, and it is characteristic 
of the present poverty of literature that 
both in France and England the latest 
literary prodigy has been fished out of the 
gutter, the inspiration of the one genius 
being brandy ‘and absinthe, as opium is 
that-of the other. 

The generation which accepts the seoth- 
sayings of such seers and prophets must 
be indeed hard pressed for inspiration. 


—— — — — 
QRIGINALITY AND TRUTH. 

Robert Louis Stevenson defines inven- 
tion in fiction as some happy congruity or 
surprise in the manner of arranging bor- 
rowed matter. And certainly he is very 
nearly in the right about it. 

His own best book—the most original 
novel written in English since Vathek—

Stevenson his book would have been un- 
intelligible, Its wide and deserved success 
was due wholly to the high. artistic 
strength it showed in avoidingall attempts 
at originality, that by doing:o if might 
come into closer contact with the univer- 
sal mind of all men.

Bert, March 81.—The sist birthday of 
Prince Bismarck occurs to-morrow and will 
be celebrated with greater enthusiasm and 
more generally than ever before. The ex- 
Chancellor’s reconciliation with Exfperor 
William has given an impetus to the Cele- 
bration which may be said to have com- 
menced to-day and will last until Monday. 
Every post is bringing letters and gifts to 
Friearichsruhe, and these come not only 
from all parts of the Empire, but from 
wherever German is spoken. The gifts ar- 
riving are more handsome and numerous 
than ever, and include the customary 

rs eggs from Jever. 

A feature of the festivities|jwill be the ex- 
tensive interest the people of Germany will 
takein them. As a commencement twelve 
Jadies yesterday presented Prince Bismarck 
with an illuminated address upon which was 
the heading reading, To the Founder of 
German Unity. This address was signed 
vy 100, 000 women—maidens of Hesse, Baden 
and Palatinate. It was inclosed in an ex- 
quisite artistic casket and was accompanied 
by a gift of 400 bottles of wine of the rarest 
and oldest vintages, Prince Bismarck in re- 
turn thanked the ladies, deciaring that 
the lively interest taken dy women in 
politics was a great step forward in the path 
of progress. At the conclusion of the ex- 
Chancellor’s address the ladies competed for 
the honor of filling and lighting his pipe, a 
proceeding which caused, apparently, the 
greatest delight to the Man of Blood and 


Iron.

DISADVANTAGES OF SMALL BEARINGS. 
Anumber of well-posted riders are seri- 
ously afraid that in the matter of bearings 


put in the feather weights this year many of 
the makers are improving backwards, and 
they particularly refer to the very small sizes 
of balls that are being used in a number of 
high grade machines, It has been over and 
over again demonstrated that the bearings 
which run easiest are those in which the 
balls are of respectabie size, and such bear - 
ings would wear less and require less lubri- 
cation than those in which the wear 
and friction devolve upoh almost microsco- 
pical spheres. Of course the smaller the 
balls the smaller the bearing, and therefore 
the less it weighs; but again it has been 
amply proved that they run harder. Many 
people make the mletake of testing the run- 
ning ofa wheel. This is by mo means a cer- 
tain criterion, for a wheel which revolves 
and oscillates very freely whenlifted from 
the ground may behave quite adversely 
when it has to bear the weight and strain of 
the rider,

As he had been Chairman of 
the Election Committee in the preceding 
conyresses he was naturally elected leader 
of the Democratic minority on the same com- 
mittee. The conferring of this responsti- 
bility upon him made it necessary for 
him and his four Democratic colleagues 
bear the brunt oft the fight 
against the Republicans, alming to 
turn out Democratic members, Although 
certain in the long run to be overwhelmed 
by the Republican majority, Mr.Crisp fought 
the fight with a coolness and determination 
ofa man confident of winning. The result 
was that he gained the confidence of his col. 
leagues and was very largely followed by 
them. The history of the fight in detail is 
fresh in the minds of all men who care about 
such things, and is therefore not worth re- 
peatin t. One incident may show to those 
unacquainted with Mr. Crisp’s character the 
conscientious nature of his work as a de- 
fender of Democratic interests. 
HIS CONTESTS WITH REED,

Judge Crisp, with a remarkable display of 
firmness and with that coulness which made 
him a harder maa for Reed to bully than any 
other Democrat in the House, demanded 
tellers from the Speaker, A long contention 
arose, in the course of which the demand 
was three tithes refused. But Mr. Crisp kept 
at it, and the tellers were appointed, hiin- 
gelt and McHinley being Chosen to do the 
work, The count showed that only 161 were 
present, which made it impossible for the Re- 
publieans to go on with their little game at

There is the 
greatest interest in the delegation regarding 
the ehoice of the late Senator Oolquitt’s suc- 
cessor. ‘ihe offer to Senator crisp has 
served to intensify this feeling, as it has 
brought the office within the circle 
delegation of the House.

PaTEersoy, N. J.. March A. — The striking 
ribbon weavers presented their schedule 


0 all tue manufacturers this morning, and

Known to it the decision of the company.

and the abatement of this long-standing 
Hulsance, but that, behind it all, there was a 
ginister, selfish motive, arising through the 
influence and endeavor of the owners of a 
particular smoke consuming device to my 
their property supplant all others, 

These allegations were made by Julian 
Laughlin, attorney forthe Pastime Athletic 
Club. Mr. Laughlin went so far ag to state 
that Eugene McQuilien, attorney for the Citi - 
gens’ Smoke Abatement Association, was re- 
ceiving $100 a month from outside parties to 
stimulate his endeavor alongthis particular 
line of pattiality. 

It was further alleged by Mr. Laughlin. 
that tne evidence that citizens were endeay- 

ing to comply to the best of their ability 
with the requirements of the ordinance was 
entirely tgnored because thelr efforts were 
mot made according to the wishes of some of 
the memders of this organization.

THE FIRST ACCUSATION. 

The first information that those enforcing 

ie law on this matter were suspected of 
icting with partiality came on March 21, 
when the case against the Pastime Athletic 
Club came up for a hearing before Judge A. 
A. Paxson, in the Second District Police 
Court. Mr. Laughlin in hie defense argued 
that it was the height of injustice 
to bring his clients into court when 
they were endeavoring to abate the 
nuisanee and had put in an abdafer, when 
those who had made no effort whatever to 
comply with the law were not prosecuted at 
all. The Pastime Athletic Club had done its 
best and perhaps failed, but the attorney 
thought those who had done nothing what- 
ever should first have deen attended to. On 
these premises he held that the motive of 
the prosecution was to force those who had 
shown a disposition to get abaters to put in a 
particular device. 

, These allegations and insinuations were of 
cach a serious nature that the Post-DISPATCH 
determined to investigate as far as possible 
mio them and determine what manner of 
Wuth there might in them. The Post-Dts- 
PATCH has all along uged its best endeavors 
to further the cause of smoke-abatement, It 
has fought for the mitigation of the nuisance 
from the very beginning and the investiga- 
tion was begun with no aim to injuring} 
in any way the ultimate successful ac- 
com plishm nt ot this end, but rather to aid 
fh sgeingthat the law was vigorously and 
ally enforced without the least parti- 
‘she first move along this line was to deter- 
eif, asin the case of the Pastime Ath- 
te.

PROF. POTTER INTERVIEWED.

The members of 
our committee have issued written instruc- 
tions to all officers never. to recommend an 
abater or to discuss the withdrawal ofa case 
after once brought, This attack all comes 
from Mr. Laughlin and Maj. Pearce, and 
there is nothing in it. While it is true many 
convictions have been obtained against those 
owning abaters, in50 per cent of these cases 
tbe abaters are not used at all, while tn the 
other 50 per cent they are, to use Judge Mor- 
ris’ own words, ‘mere subterfuges aod not 
really abaters at all.” 5 

**So far from prosecutions being instituted 
against those who use abaters as a matter of 
preference, the rule is just the reverse. In 
several instances we have procured evidence 
avainst owners of boller plants, Dut not filled 
information begause we ascertained that 
contracts had been signed from abaters. 
Thus in the case of the Temple Building we 
took evidence on a Wednesday, and the 
record was a very bad one. On the following 
Sunday an abater was putin and proceed 
ings were abandoned. I don't think it has 
smoked since, except when the building 
caught fire. That kind of smoke is scarcely 
covered by the ordinance,’ 


AN UNFORSIUNATE CIRCUMSTANCE. ; 
To say the least however in regard to Mr, 
Oox’s statement that the inspectors are 


working only in the down town districts it is

A Festival of Peouliar Interest to Catho- 
lios. 


LATROBE, Pa., March 31.—A festival of pe- 
cullar interest to Catholics throughout the 
country will occur here on Tuesday in the 
celebration of the 144th anniversary of the 
Order of St. Benedict.

Arch-Abbot Wimmer 
continued at the head of the institution until 
his death in 1887, and its present chief 1s Fr. 
Lenader, also a Bavarian by birth, though 
reared in Pittsburg. 

St. Vincent’s is an imposing pile of bulld- 
ings set in the midst of a fertile farm of 750 
acres on a commanding Knoll. It is said that

Dy the orner A printed here and 
in many languages, a monthly periodical ts 
issued, the farm is cultivated, and St. 
Vincent’s brewery has for years been 
a valuable financial auxiliary. It 
hes always been a principle of 
the ordertoturn no one trom the door who 
seeks for charity, and from twenty-five to a 
hundred have been fed daily, a number 
which has increased fully 800 per cent during 
the past year.

New Tonk, March 27.-—-Congressman Me- 
Creary has introduced.a bill, which Congress 
will act on later, authorizing a number of 
prominent army and navy, officers to accept 
the decorations that have been conferred 
upon them by forelgn potehtates, Heretofore 
the foregoing clause in the Constitution has 
made the acceptance of these honors out 
of the question. The framers of that 
famous document considered the wearing 
of a decoration as inconsistent with the 
idea of democracy. But now.that foreign 
rulers have been so gene rous in the way of 
giving decorations to Uncle Sam’s officers, 
and as the men so honored are many of 
them distinguished for their service to the 
Government, it was thought advisable to try 
to put a bill through Congress. The decora- 
tions have been accumulating for several 
years in the State Department at Wasning- 
ton, awaiting final disposition. 

Private individuals may accept such deco- 
rations without violating the Constitution, 
and a number of préminent Americans have 
been thus complimented. One of the most 
recent instances of the decoration of an 
American citizen is that of William Stein- 
way, whois very proud ot the cross of the 
Order of the Red Eagie, which was conferred 
on him by Emperor William of Germany 
in recognition of Mr. Steinway’s gift of 
100,000 marks to the Memorial Church of Win- 
iam I. and the Memorial Church ot the Au- 
gusta, both in Berlin. Mr. Steinway also 
gave a park to his native village ot Seseen, at 
the foot of the Hartz Mountains, together 
with enough money to keep it in order, bo- 
sides notifying the village authorities he 
would annually contribute 1,000 marks to 


the school taxes, thus relieving seventy- 
seven families of the burden. Admiral Wer- 
ner of the Emperor’s navy showed a cross of 
the Order of the Red Eagieto Mr. Steinway 
when visiting this country during the Co- 
lumbus celebration, and said it was the one 
he most highly prized of all his decorations, 
The decoration consists of a gold cross con- 
taining the coat of arms of Germany in gold 
and enamel surrounded by gems. 

At the ninth anniversary dinner of the 
Holland Society a fortnight ago a letter was 
read from the Minister of the Netherlands 
announcing that the Queen Regent was 
pleased to confer the Order of range-Nas- 
sau on President James William Beekman of 
this city and Vice-President Albert Vander- 
veer, M. D., of Albany. These decorations 
were conferred for the honors shown the 
officers and crew of her man-of-war Van 
Speijk by the Holland Society both in New 
York and Albany during the naval review 
last year. 

Col. W. C. Church received a handsome 
silver medal from Sweden in commemora- 
tion of the life and services of John Ericsson, 
the tnventor of the Monitor and a native 
born Swede. Col. Church holds Ericsson’s 
private papers and prepared an elaborate 
biography of his life. Ata meeting of the 
Swedish Academy of Sciences last spring. 
when Maj. Adelskold, its President, pro- 
nounced an orationon John Ericsson in the 


ek, and Col. 
Church. The medal is beautifully executed. 
The obverse shows a medallion head of 
Ericsson, with an inscription. The reverse 
shows a monitor under steam, and is ap- 
propriately inscribed. 

Gen. O. O. Howard, commanding the East- 
tern Division of the Army, was decorated by 
the French Republic with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor. Hiss cross is in the office 
of the Secretary of State at Washington, and 
unless Congress passes the Dill permitting 
the officers ofthe army and navy to accept 
decorations it is quite likely to remain there. 
France conferred the same decoration on 
the officers of the army and navy who at- 
tended the Paris Exposition of 1889, and also 
upon the army officers who attended the 
grand military manoeuvres of 1881. These 
include Gen. Howard, Gen. Schofield and 
Gen. Daniel Butterfield. 

The Sultan of Turkey has recently conferred 
the order of knighthood on Frederick Diodati 
Thompson, a member of the Union, Knicker- 
bocker, Metropolitan and New York Riding 
Clubs, the Sons of the Revolution and the 
Society of Colonial Wars. Mr. Thompson isa 
well-known society man, and his friends now 
jokingly address him as Sir Freder- 
ick. He recently made a journey 
around the world and spent some time 
in turkey. He wrote book on the 


Sultan's Court. This bock was so flattering 
to the Sultan that he at once made Mr. 
Thompson a Turkish Knight and sent hima 
big badge, the insignia of his new position in 
the Sultan’s eyes. Mr. Thompson, being a 
Son of the Revolution anda good American, 
does not of course take his Turkish knight- 
hood seriously. 

Richard Harding Davis, having said some 
flattering things about the Khedive of Egypt, 
was made a member of the Order of the 
Medjidie. 

Wm. H. Webb, the millionaire, the man 
who built the first ironclad in this country 
has been decorated by both the French and 
Russian Governments. At Mr. Webdb’s Fifth 
avenue residence are a couple of morocco 
cases containing the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor of France and the decoration of the 
Order of Nicholas I. of Russia. Mr. Webb at 
one time was a builder of warships. He had 

is shipyards on the East river front at 

inth street, and built several vessels for the 
French and Russian Governments. 

Commander Dickens of the navy was dec- 
orated withthe cross of the third class of 
naval merit as a reward for his attentions to 
the Duke of Veragua. This cross is now at 
the office of the Secretary of State in Wash- 
ington. Although Commander Davis was 
such an enthusiastic care-taker of her royal 
highness the infanta Eulalie, while acting 
as the representative of the President of the 
United States, yet he has pot yet been re- 
membered by Spain. Nothing short of the 
decoration of Grand Commander of the Or- 
der of Isabella was looked for by some of 
Commander Davis’ friends, but it has not 
arrived yet. 

Admiral Luce, retired, was presented with 
@ grand cross of the Order of Naval Merit by 
Spain not long ago for attending the Madrid 
Historical Exposition, and Lieut. McOarty 
Little was also honore the gift of a sim- 
lar cross in recognition of his skill in recon- 
structing the caravels of Columbus.

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OVERGROWN WITH WEEDS. 


Desolation Marks the Work om the Nica- 
ragua Canal. 


New ORLEANS, La,, March 81,—Advices 
from Greytown show that canalaffairs at 
Nicaragua are in a bad shape, and the pres- 
ent company is Mable to lose all the money it 
hasexpended. Besides being in debt, with 
the work already done falling into decay, the 
company has to contend against the hostility 
of the Nicaraguan Government. The eleven 
miles of railroad already built is overgrown 
with weeds, and a general air of desolation 
pervades the work. Greytown, the eastern 
terminus, isa free port, and makes Hs own 
aws, and there can be no appeal from any 
decision of its courts. When the company 


obtained the concession it was seen that it 
would not do to to have its lawsuits tried be- 
fore a court whose decision was final, con- 
sequently, according to art. 55 of the conces- 
sion, it was stipulated that the company 
should be under the common law of Nicar- 
agua, which allows an appeal tothe Supreme 
Court of Nicaragua. In order to render this 
argument iegal, the company laid outa city 
outside of “Greytown, called the * of 
America, where the company has its legal 
domicile. 

The construction company owed Mr. Souza, 
a merchant of Greytown, $8,000 in gold, 
which it was unable to pay. Ihe result was 
alaw suit inthe Greytown court and judg- 
ment rendered against the company. The 
workshops and rallroad machinery of the 
maritime company, vaiged at $50,000, were 
seized and sold for two-thirds of their ap- 
praised value, or about the amount of the 
debt, the purchaser deing Mr. Souza. The 
sale took place on the 2lst of December. 

On Jan. 2, Minister Baker, accompanied 
by Mr. von Braida and Dr. Shubert, a repre- 
sentative of the company, went to the capi- 
tal of Nicaragua tolaythe matter before 
rresident Zelaya. The President was not 
disposed to grant any redress at first, but 
after much parleying and after Minister 
Baker had spoken very forcibly to the Presi- 
dent and Minister of State they agreed to al- 
low the company toappeal tothe Supreme 
Court of Nicaragua. The concession will ex- 
pire in abouta year unless work is resumed, 
but without the necessary tools, which are 
now In the bands of the authorities, it is im 
possible tocommence work and it is likely 
thatthe concession will be forfeited, as the 
Supreme Court wil! not be likely to render a 
quick decision to oblige the company.

MYSTERIOUS MONEY. 


The Tribulations of a Friend of John Y. 
MeHKane. 


New York, March 81.—County Collector 
Adams has placed himself in an unenviable 
position by his irregularity to John I. Mc- 
Kane, late Supervisor of Gravesend. With- 
out any law he paid McKane from the County 
Treasury in 1888 the sum of $4,500, to de 
expended by McKane as Treasurer of the 
Board of Police Commissioners. Those who 
have looked into the law say there is no ques- 
tion ofa doubt that he may be held person- 
ally responsible for the money. The law is 
very explicit on the relations between the 
County Treasurer and the County officials. It 
is only after the coun ty demands have been 
satisfied thatthe Town Treasurer is permit- 
tod to turn over to the Oounty Treasurer 
the moneys called for to satis- 
fy the State, County, common 
school tax, etc. There are no such funds 
thatthe law permits to be returned to the 
county towns, except money from the State 
common schgol fund. This money was re- 
turned, not for the use of the public schools, 
but the use of the Police. Board. McKane’s 
successor is under no obligation to take 


cognizance of this amount, and Adams has 
McKane look to should he at 
it. In addition to 
Board last year 
had, or to have had, $26,000 
The Tax Oollector’s warrant directed the 
payment of that amount. Then there was 
the $1,100 which McKane received in 1892 and 
promised to account for in the police ac- 
counts last year. This is the amount George 
McKane could not explain on Friday. Much 
mystery lingers around the accounts of Tax 
Collector Morris, whois in the penitentiary.

COMBS AND THEIR HISTORY. 


Peculiar Forms Which Are Used, but Not 
Otten, Among Savages. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-D1isPpaTcu. 

While the daily making of the toilet ex- 
tends, orshould extend, from head to foot, 
it is the dead upon which the greatest 
amount of time and care is spent, and for 
which the largest number of tools and in- 
struments have been invented. The hair 
particalarly is manipulated with scissors, 
curling trons, brushes, eponges and above 


allwith combs, The comb is undoubtedly 
the most extensively used toitet article, and 
its origin Gates way back beyond civilized 
ages. 

It has assumed thousands of different 
shapes, most primitive at times and highly 
remarkable, 

‘ihe most primitive comb in existence is 
that of the aatlves of New Guinea, where it 
is made of che large bones of animals, and 
has only two prongs five to six inches long. 
With it the people not only make pretense of 
combing the nalr, but use it to pin to the 
head their woolly masses of hirsute adorao- 
ment. 

On all the islands of the Pacific Ocean, and 
among many of the savage tribes of other 
zones the comb is made of from two to six 
wooden rods, orthe central ribs of leaves, 
which are fastened together in the shape of a 
rake. On the Fiji Islands a comb ts found 
which 16 2 feet long and only 1% inches 
wide, the rods being tied 

at tntervals with vegetable fibre. 
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vally dwindled down into a shapely orna- 
ment, beautifully carved and of high artistic 
value, ox wood and the wood of pear trees 
were also used for making combs, and the 
ga me amount of artistic work was expended 
upon these, but the upper classes confined 
themselves to ivory combs. 


The form of the comb in vogue to-day for 
combing the hair came to us from China 
during the eighteenth century, as did also 
the half-circle bandeau comb for keeping 
back the hair of children and young giris. 
On the islands of Ceylon, Sumatra 1 tho 
Maldives all combs are made of tortoise 
shell, and the Singhalese wearan enormous 
comb in thenape of the neck with which 
they hold in place the hair twisted intoa 
knot, Celebes hasa number of peculiar combs. 
The largest among these is called isir,“ 
and is a monstrous affair, which seems to 
defy amy increase in size for this object. To 
the civilized wearer of hair it seems un- 
natural that human beings should have their 
heads belabored with this gigantic imple- 
ment; but as the inhabitants of Celebes wear 
enormous Wigs of black cow-talls, they are 
sorely in need of an instrument of this kind 
to restore to freshness their peculiar head- 
gear. 


Among the most! beautiful combs of the 
present day are those of Asia Minor and 
Arabia.

The extent of the N to winter wheat 
by the recent freeze cannot be arrived at, but 
that it is extensive and serious in some s6éc- 
tions is undeniable, and it may prove to be 
even worse than now asserted. It is absurd 
to claim that wheat was not damaged by a 
freezing temperature, that struck a plant 
unseasonably advanced in many localities. 
A few Sundays ago the Post- DisPpaTcH drew 
a comparison between the weather and crop 
conditions of 1899-90 and of 1893-94, snowing 
that they were surprisingly similar. The 1890 
crop was sowed and entered winter under 
about the same conditions as did the present 
crop—late seeding, owing to drought condl- 
tions—the percentage of the crop’s condition 
on Dec. 1, 1889, of 95.3 being nearly 4 points 
higher than it was last Dec. The winter was 
generally mild, and during the latter part of 
Feb and first half of March the weather was 
so forcing that the plant hada rank, brisk 
growth, just about the same conditions that 
governed the ’94:crop. It was in March, 1890, 
that severe frosts injured the plant most 
seriously, so much so that the Apri Govern- 
ment report made the percentage 81. For 
two weeks before the late freeze this month 
advices were received from the field of an 
unusually forward —— ah of the plant, and 
statements of jointed wheat were numerous, 
mast of them coming from the southeast.

The cotton situation is reviewed as follows 
by S. H. Buck: 
developments in connection with cotton can- 
not heip but reach the conclusion that the 
position, especially as goustes this country, 
is stronger than it has been for a longtime. 
Exports are nearly a million bales larger 
than they were forthe same time last year, 
while ip round figures the excess over last 
year of the crop in sight is 750,000 bales. This 
points toa stock atthe end of the season in 
America of about 800,000 bales less than it 
was last year and, instead of a summer of 
financial * ression, it looks as if we shall 
havé one growing activity. Abroad, the 
visible stocks of cottoa are, it is true, large, 
but the invisible stock in the hands of spin. 
ners are smaller than for a long time, and 
our mall and cable advices say that trade is 
better than it has beenfor years. Inthe 
stock markets and in the grain markets the 
better feeling prevailing has found expres. 
sion during the last two weeks in a substan- 
tial improvement, Cotton is generally 
the last thing to suffer by a panic and, 
similarly, it ig the last thing to 
improve afterone. This view of the situa- 
tion is, you will notice, expressed independ. 
ently the possibilities o by manipulation s as 

@ factor in favor of do 
pot think there is at present any mani pula- 
tive attempt to advance prices. The im- 
provement that has been coming gradually 
during the last few days is a a recog- 
nition of the growing strength of the situa- 
tion.

WAS BREATHING HIS LAST WHEN D8. 
GRAVES WAS SUMMONED. 


Unatilthe Child Lost Consciousness the 
Mother Had Relied Solely on Christian 
Science to Cure Him—Other Children 
inthe Neighborhood Plared With the 
Boy After Diphtheria Set In— Ars. 
Wand’s Faith in the Treatment—"Case 
Not Reported to Health Department 
in Proper Time. 


James E. Wand, the 5-year-old son of Will- 
fam Wand, a fireman, died early yesterday 
morning at the residence of his parents, 1934 
Oarr street, from diphtheria. The child died 
practically without medical attention, as Dr. 
W. W. Graves of 1948 North Eleventh street, 
who was the only physician summoned, was 
calied but a few hours before death ensued. 
Until that time the little one’s parents had 
relied upon faith“ to effect a cure. 
Wand isattached to Engine Company No. 
18, stationed at Thirteenth and Carr streets. 
About a week ago their youngest child, 
games, became unwell and was supposed to 
be suffering froma slightcold. Mrs. Wand, 
the little one’s mother, isa firm believerin 
* the faith cure“ and sought to alleviate the 
boy’s sufferings by prayers alone, after the 
manner of those believing in this doctrine. 
All medicine was refused, and as the patient 
gradually grew worse under her ministrations 
a friend, also a faith-carist, was called in to 
assist her in the treatment. The efforts of 
the two proved of no avail, and Friday even- 

Ing Mrs. Wand at last decided to call medical 
aid. Dr. Graves was summoned, but when 
he arrived atthe house he found the child 
dying. In spite of his efforts death ensued at 
an early hour yesterday morning. 

Dr. Graves issued a certificate of death, 
giving diphtheria as the cause. The law 
requires all cases of such malignant and con- 

gious diseases to be reported within two 
days of their diseovery ; and when the certifi- 
cate was presented at the Health Depart- 
ment yesterday morning the physician was 
closely questioned asto the reasons forthe 
delay. The answers he gave disclosed the 
true state of the case. 

A visit to Mrs. Wand's residence yesterday 
elicited but little information. In spite of 
the fact that her child lay deadin the front 
room of her home, her belief in the treat ; 
ment which she had tried with him was 
apparently unshaken. Her husband, she 
ciaimed, was sleeping and could not be 
awakened. She was asked to give the dex 
talls of the boy’s illness and death.

„We did not think it was anything ser!i- 
ous, she said in reply, and indeed at first 
it started in as a slight cold. He was allowed 
O play around with the other children on the 
streets until three days ago, when he com- 
plained of feeling quite ill.

Mrs. Wand refased to explain how it was 
that she had called ina physician when she 
founda her childin a critical condition instead 
of calling a Christian Scientist. She acknowl- 
edged treating the child berself, but was 
positive in her assertions that no profession.- 
ai faith curist had been asked to assist. When 
ask the name of the physician who had 
been called she advised the reporter to *‘find 
out,’’ and ended the interview by refusing to 
answer any more questions. 

Mrs. Wand’s neighbors were, however, not 
so reticent and expressed considerable anx- 
iety from the fact that their own children 
had been allowed to play and associate with 
the little sufferer from diphtheria at a time 
when he must have been infected with the 
disease. It was not until after the boy’s 
death that they knew the true nature of his 
lliness, and aspread of the disease in the 
neighbornooad is feared.

LEVEN VACANCIES TO BE FILLED AT 
ITI COMING CONCLAVE, 

‘ ah 
Regard to National Lines—The Pope's 

Health Declining—Old Age His Only 

ay — Under Crispl's Eye — The 
ier’s Opportunity. 


New York, March 31.—A letter from Rome 
under date of March 16, says that the death of 
three Cardinals has caused the Pope to re- 
solve to hasten the meeting of the Con- 
gistory for the election of new Oardinals. It 
will be beld in the first days of April. The 
number of Cardinals at pregent in office is 
Nfty-nine, which leaves eleven hats vacant. 
ot those in office there are twenty-eight non - 
Italian and thirty-one Italian. At the com- 
ing Consistory the Pope will probably create 
one French, one German and three or four 
Ttalian Cardinals tn order that Italy may 
have a majority for the election of the 
future: Pope. It the conclave should 
take place just now it would be 
meld in extremely unfortunate conditions 
for France, which has at present but six car- 
Ginals, wulle Germany and Austria together 
have ten. At the French Embassy every 
effort is being made to persuade the Pope to 
hold the consistory as soon as possible and 


create two French cardinals instead of one. 


The only French prelate whose elevation 1s 
certain is Mgr. Perraud, Bishop of Autun 
and member of the French Academy. He was 
at first opposed to the republican policy of 
the Pope, butaftera recent interview with 
the Pope modified his views, and on bis re- 
turn to his diocese published a letter in which 
he extolied the policy of the Pope. 

It is rumored that a Cardinal will be 
created in the United states. The Jesuits 
‘are making the greatest effort to get the pur- 
ple conferred on Archbishop Oorrigan of 
New York. It is tar from sure that they will 
succeed. It is sure that he is completely 
reconciled with the Pope, bug there tsa 
great difference between that and the con- 
ferring the haton him. The Pope is inclined 
to make Mgr. Irelanda Cardinal, but fears 
the appointment might be disapproved by 
the majority of the American Catholics and 
Bishops. Nothing positive is known about 
the cardinalate of Mgr. Satolli. It is certain 
that he will be made a Uardinal, but it is not 
certain that it will be done atthe next con- 
Bistory. The reason for that is thatif he 
creates Satolli Cardinal he will have to recall 
him from Washington, because it is con- 
trary tothe diplomatic usage of the Vatican 
that a simple apostolic delegate should be 
Cardinal. But the Pope has no intention of 
recalling him. He observed lately to 
a Cardinal that he was very well 
satisfied with his work, but that he 
has still need of his services. 


‘At the last consistory a very curtous incident 
oecurred. The Pope resolved to nominate a 

avarian Jesuit named Steinhuber. The 

rench Embassy represented to the Tope 
1 creating him a Cardinal ha was 
“ug W rede many more hats to Germany 
‘han he hadarightto. The Pope therefore 
decided to postpone the nomination of Fr. 
steinhuber, which be reserved in petto and 
which will be declared in the forthcoming 
consistory in April. Tris little incident 
prove, how powerful France is at the Vatican 
and how much the Pope desiresto be on 
good terms with the French republic. 

For some days past the Pope has been in a 
somewhat low condition. A number of 
people who have been received recently in 
private audience say they find him ina state 
of complete prostration, 

The correspondent says: I had a conver- 
Sation witha prelate of the Pope’s entour- 
age, who said to me: ‘‘It is certain that the 
Pope’s health is declining. He is not exactly 
ili but, as Cieéro says, old age itself is a mal- 
ady. As long as he was occupied with the 
jubilee, the Pope was kept up by the re- 
ceptions and other solemnities, but as soon 
ashe resumed his usual life a certain re- 
action took place. Thereis no immedlate 
Ganger, but atthe agehe kas attainedan 
accident might happen at any moment.“ 

The Italian Government keeps itself in- 
formed of all that passesin the Vatican, 
where it has a very active police. In ecclesi- 
astical circles the coming conclave forms the 
subject of conversation. Ifthe Pope should 
die at this moment Crispi would have the 

* fortune ofagain being in power at the mo- 
ment ofthe conclave. It is certaln he would 
do allin his power toassure the liberty of 
the deliberation.. According to the Fan/fulia 
the Pope has been attacked by influenza, and 
anxiety reigns on this account. Ihave op 
tained special information and am able to 
state that Although during the past few days 
the Pope’s state has been rather weak and 
low there is nothing new toinspire apprehen- 
sion. Ihe Pope to-day received the Crown 
Prince of Sweden and severalothers. The 
audience of the Prince lasted nearly half an 
hour. The Prince subsequently paid his 
usual ceremonial visit to the Cardin cre- 
tary of State. The London Daily MN ays: 
„When the Pope was elected many people 
gald he could not live a year, so delicate was 
he im appearance.

CO-OPERATIVE TAILORS. 


The Shop to Be Established Despite the 
Demands ofthe Boss Tailers. 


The co-operative tallor shop. will be a suc- 
cess if the well-directed efforts of Messrs. H. 
B. Martin and James A. Wright of the 
Knights of Labor and the enthusiasm of 
about 100 journeymen tailors can make it so. 
They are determined to make the trial. 

There wasa meeting Friday night at the 
Laclede between Messrs. Martin and Wright 
and the nine or ten memders of the Executive 
Committee of the Boss Tallors’ Union. The 
latter were very anxious to find out where 
they will be ‘‘at’’ when the new enterprise 
is launched. 

Their employes are toa man bent on golng 
into the co-eperative shop, and a number of 
the boss tailors will take stock in the asso- 
ciation that is to de formed. They will take 
their piace as foremen, if the mea so elect, 
and their plant would be a welcome addi- 
tion to the small capital at the disposal 
of the journeymen. The clothing manutact- 
urers and dealers have assured the Knights 
of Labor leaders thatthey will accept cloth- 
ing from the co-operative shop as from any 
one else, and indeed will be giad to see the 
mon in roomy, healthy quarters and sharing 
in the profits of their work. 

Learning this and having arranged the 
details at meetings of journeymen tallors 
during the last two weeks, the leaders de- 
termined to go ahead immediately. A com- 
mittee of fifteenon Ways and sSieans was 
chosen from journeymen to 
investigate and locations, 
and report uF. Wright. 
They have visited many stores and shops, 
and are still doing so. ‘ihe desire is to secure 
one immense hall, or several halls close to- 
gether. The leaders have succeeded in 
organizing the girl clothing makers, in spite 
of all opposition of the employers, and have 
the clothing branches pow in compact order. 
At the meeting Friday night the Boss Tallors“ 
Executive Committee listened to the plans of 
Messrs. Martin and Wright and then asked 
what wouid be left for them. The leaders 
gu id they were welcome to join the co-opera- 
tive associat That appeared to be a 
come down to many of the boss tallors. 
They demanded a compromise, desiring that 
a portion of the journeymen De left out of the 
association, in order that the bosses might 
still continue in Dusiness. From the present 
outlook there are not many who will consent 
to be left out, and the bosses received rather 
cold comfort.

TO BE STOCKED WITH REINDEER. 


General Agent Jackson Recommends That 
They Be Introduced in Alaska. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 31.—In a general 
report made by him to the President, Gen- 
eral Agent Sheldon Jackson writes concern- 
ing the introduction of reindeer in Alaska by 
the Government. The plan is pronounced 
thoroughly successful, though slow progress 
has been made owing to lack of sufficient ap- 
propriations. During last summer 127 rein- 
deer were purchased in Siberia, 124 of which 
were safely landed at the station. This made 
a total of 846 in September. Herds of 100 rein- 
deer each have been given to four mission 
stations and distribution to various other 
stations will followasthe herd increases. 
The statements that the superstition of the 


Siberjan natives would prevent the purchase 
of live reindeer, that deer could not survive 
the transportation, that it is impossible for 
them to thrive in Alaska, and that 
the Alaskan dogs would scatter dnd destroy 
the herd, have been disproved by experi- 
ence, 

The whole subject, says the report, is re- 
solving into a question of time and money. 
Continuation of the smallamount of appro- 
priations thus far made by Congress will re- 
suit in slow progress, though having little 
effect on the success of the scheme. 
scarcity of the food supply of the region is 
urged as an important reason why the work 
should be pushed as rapidly as is consistent 
with thorougtness. Action to prohibit pri- 
vate parties, except the Esquimaux, from 
trading for reindeer for a number of years, 
and until the Government undertaking 18 
well established, is suggested. General per- 
mission for private parties to purchase will, 
it is claimed, advance the price three or four 
times the actual value by keeping herds from 
the natives, as woulda be done if private par- 
ties were allowed to purchase, and would 
defeat the main purpose of the enterprise. 

It is declared desirable that the larger 
islands of the Aleutian group be stocked with 
reindeer. To accomplish this Dr. Jackson 
recommends legislation for the protection of 
the reindeer for a designated aumber of 
years and for placing them under the control 
of the Secretary of the Treasury.

STILL WITHOUT THEIR MONEY: 


Attorney Leverett Bell Holds a Confer- 
ence With the City Counselor and the 
Acting Mayorto Arrange for Paying 
Off These People, But Accomplishes 
Nothing—May Sue the City. 


At effort was made yesterday by Leverett 
Bell, attorney for Building Commissioner 
Reid, to effect such an understanding with 
the Acting Mayor and City Counselor that 
the city’s employes in the Building Commis- 
Sioner’s office might get their pay; and that 
other bills which have Mr. Reid’s approval 
might be passed and paid. At a conference 
in the Mayor's office, at 40’clock, an effort 
was made by Deputy Building Commissioner 
B. J. O'Reilly to get warrants signed Geo. 
B. Reid, Building Commissioner, by B. J. 
O'Reilly, Deputy,’’ approved, but the City 
Counselor refused to permit it,on the ground 
that such approval would be effective 
recognition of Mr. Reid as Bulla ing 
Commissloner and could be used. by 
him in argument before the Supreme 
Court, to show that he had been recognized 
by the municipal authorities as Bullding 
Commissioner after his formal removal by 
the Mayor. 

It la now understood that Mr. Bell will pre- 
sent to Mr. Marshall a proposition to the ef- 
fect that if the Acting Mayor and City Coun- 
selor and other city officials will recognize 
bills and vouchers signed as above, In order 
to facilitate the dispatch of city business, 
Mr. Reid will not use such recog: 
nition in presenting his case to the 
Supreme Court, nor allude toitin any, way, 

DISCOUNTING WARRANTS. 

It is Mated that some of the employes in 
Mr. Reid’s office, who have had no pay for 
two months, are in serious straits for money; 
and that others have been obliged to sell 
their warrants for about half their face 
value on account of the uncertainty of the 
time whem the money would be avallable. 
It is also stated that there is very serious 
likelihood of sults being filed during 
the coming week against the city by 


contractors, in whose favor warrants for re- 
pairs have been issued by Mr. Reid as Bulld- 
ing Commissioner, and who are unable to 
get their money. Ihe present fiscal year 
expireson April 9, and these contractors 
have Deen advised that unless their claims 
are paid by that date the money that is held 
in the public building repair fund to pay 
them will be converted tntothe general fund, 
and they can get no money until that which 
is made avalilavle by the new appropriation 
Dill is ready for distribution. ft is claimed 
that there is in the treasury about $10,000 such 
money. and thatthe only way the contrac- 
tors Can get it is by special relief bills or by 
suits at law.

MILLIONAIRE CHICKEN RAISERS. 


W. K. Vanderbilt and Levi P. Morton Are 
Expefts on Poultry. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POSsT~- DISPATCH. 
NEW YORK, March 27.—This is the season of 
the year when the spring chicken, which you 
will have served up on your table two or 
three months hence, fs just popping its head 
out of the fragile shelland giving its mother 
a hint that her three weeks’ ‘‘sit’’ is at an 
end. That is, if it has a mother, Most chick: 
ens haven’t nowadays, unless you designate 
a bad #melling gas lamp as such. The sizzling 


incubator has come to stay, poultrymen say, 
and ft is slowly driving the **setting’’ hen 
out of business. Some, however. are old- 
fashioned enough to believe that one smart 
hen knows more about how to hatch qut a 
chicken than ali the incubators in exist- 
ence. 

But all agree that the chicken whose birth- 
day is in March is better morally and physi- 
cally than a chicken born in any other 
month. LeviP. Mortonand W. K. Vander- 
bilt both believe in this maxim of the poultry 
world, and both practiceit. And they are 
authorities. Neither one has any use for the 
sitting hen, and both go in for the newest- 
fangied artificial methods. 

Mr. Vanderbilt hasafine farm at Oakdale 
and the ex-Vice-President has one at Rhine- 
beck. Mr. Morton has six incubators and 
Mr. Vanderoiit has four. Sometimes they 
meet and compare notes, and Mr. Vander- 
bit maintains that he can raise just as many 
chicks with his four ‘‘machines’’ as Mr. 
Morton can with his six. 

Mr. Morton has had more experience than 
his rival. He started to raise chicks accord- 
ing to the primeval plan of afat and con- 
tented hen and thirteen eggs—a larger or 
smaller number would ‘*voudoo’’ the whole 
!*setting’’—and some of his early earnings

At 7 o’clock in the morning there are but 
few signs of the Dusy day about to begin on 
the Fark Lake work.

One minute before this gong sounds 
the lake cut is deserted; one minute after it 
is filled with wagons and carts debouching 
into its depths by the score or more of im- 
provised roadways leading to it from all 
sides of the embankment; by laborers with 
shovels, picks and axes going to their re- 
spective places under direction of the gang 
bosses. ithin five minutes the work of the 
day is under way, ground has been opened 
once more, hundreds of men are at the task 
of excavating, the wagons and carts, filled, 
are tolling ck up the roadways to 
deposit their loads of earth at the 
proper places along the embankments. At 
the head ofeach gang is the boss, directing 
the work. From place to place goes the 
foreman, seeing that the work is being done 
roperly. long tne further edges of the 
ake cut is heard the steady ring of axes, and 
every now and then the crashing fall ofa 
tree tells the results of the woodmen’s 
labors. Mingledin with the earth-wasons 
and carts are big tour and six-horse plows 
sturdaily piercing their way through the soll 
ahead of the men loading the earth into 
wagons.

One by one carriages begin to whirl into the 
inclosure just back of the headquarters 
cabin. They are not the carriages of acci- 
dental visitors to the Park Lake, because 
from each of them there alight two or more 
ladies, who disappear in the lunch kitchen 
with an air of business marking their quick 
movements. Wien they go in they are fash- 
lonably dressed, as if they had only started 
out for a forenoon drive. When you see 
them a few moments later they. wear 
long aprons, their bonnets are discarded, 
their sleeves are tucked back, There are 
some sixteen or eighteen of them, and they 
are the good ladies ofthe Lake Fund Lunch 
Association, who have undertaken the 
splendid mission of providing a dally lunch 
of bread, meat and coffee for the hundreds 
of laborers employed on the park lake work. 
They have not once faltered in the big task 
they took up voluntarily, and now the lake 
laborers swear by them. The men know 
that the moment the noon hour signal 
sounds the windows of the lunch kitchen will 
be wide open, andthatat each window will 
stand two ladies dispensing hot coffee and 
food. Thisisacheerful knowledge for men 
many of whom would work through the day 
without even a crust of bread were it not for 
these ladies.

Yesterday there were 484 men employed on 
the Park Lake work, ninety double teams and

Notices have been sent out to fifty addi- 
tional laborers, who have registered their 
names at the PosT-DISPATCH office, telling 
them to apply for work at the lake to-morrow 
morning. 

The Park Lake pay roll for the week ending 
last Friday amounts toa total of $3,040.68. 
There are 445 names on the roll for the week. 

The progress of the work has been most 
satisfactory of late, and the beautiful lake in 
Forest Park is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion. 

On Friday last the work of blasting out the 
stumps of crees cut from the lake site was 
begun. It was done after the men had quit 
work and was conducted with all due pre- 
caution. 

The lake cut now gives a full and accurate 
idea of what the lake will be when finished;

HISTORY OF THE LAUNDRY. 


In footland Girls Still Tread Out’’ 
So led Clothes as the Old Romans Did. 


The economy of laundries is amazingly an- 
cient; but with theexception of the ques- 
tionaole boon of the introduction of machin- 
ery, which in innumerable instances makes 
rreparable havoc with valuable linen, wash- 
ing is in many parts ofthe world carried on 
in precisely the same manner as it was two 
or three thousand years ago. Says the 


London Telegraph: The Romans knew noth- 
ing about washing clothes at home, and 
their ladies were far better off than 
Nausicaa, who, with her maidens,, was 
not too proud to proceed to the nearest 
streamand do the family washing. The 
Romans wore their togas and tunics until 
those garments became intolerably _ grimy, 
and then they sent them tothe fullers, who 
formed as important a corporation as many 
of our big laundries do at present. The re- 
mains ofa ‘‘fullonia,’’ or laundry, have been 
excavated at Pompeii, and the walls are dec- 
orated with paintings minutely fllustrating 
the various operations of washing. Boys and 
men are seen standing in tubs placed in nar- 
row niches like sentry boxes, for the pur- 
pose of purifying by treading with their feet 
the clothes beneath. 

As the ancients were not acquainted with 
the use of regular soap, they employed an 
alkaline mixture with which the grease con- 
tained in the clothes was combined, and by 
these means became dissolved. When the 
garments had been washed they were man- 
ipulated with a“ card,“ or stiff! brush, for 
the purpose of being rubbed up and given a 
nap, and the clothes were then stretched on 
neavy circular structures resembling crino- 
line skirts, to be exposed to the fumes of 
brimstone. The treading-out process is 
still practised in remote parts of the Scottish 
Highlands, where the well-soaped linen is 
placed in tubs in the open air and trodden 
‘‘alternis pedibus’’ by strong-limbed lassies. 
In Italy and in the South of France the 
women take the linen downtothe banks of 
shallow and pebbly streams and beat it with 
a ‘‘battoir’’ ona round stone until all the 
uncleanness has been expelled. 

In India a somewhat similar process is 
pursued, only the ‘‘dhobee,’’ or washerman, 
takes an indefinite number of shirts, towels 
and other articles,. and twists them into a 
long thick rope, which he beats with all his 
might witha stone, the consequence being 
that the linen is generally reduced to a state 
of tatters. Itis quite possible that a similar 
system was adopted in England in Shak- 
speare’stime. It was in a bucKet-basket 
that Sir John Falstaff was conveyed to the 
Thames and Mrs. Ford’s laundress, we know, 
lived at Datchet Mead, andinall probability 
took her customers clothes down to the river 
to beat before she washed them, 

As to another old English custom connected 
with the laundry, it is not much more than a 
generation ago that it ceased in our midst. 
‘‘Washing daf“ and its concurrent discom.- 
fort are frequently alluded to in Pepy’s 
Diary,“ and there must be many elderly 
persons wo are able to recollect not only 
the weekly but the monthly wash. The 
smaller articles were washed in the family 
washhouse once a week or once a fortnight, 
but the grosses pleces, sheets, tabie- 
cloths, etc., were reserved for the monthly 
sacrifice to the goddess of cleanliness. In 
the meantime, however, another sacrifice 
had been made to the genius of dirt, 
a vast accumulation of foul linen being 
stored up for weeks in some glory hole to 
infect the entire premises, his feature of 
the wisdomof our aneestors has disa 

ared forever, but that which the pub- 
ic want at present isa little more conscien- 
tiousness aud carefulness on the part not 
only ofthe big laundries, but of the smaller 
ones. These people should remember that 


i the cost tothe customer of having bis linen 


washed is year dy year immense. A very 
serviceable shirt can be purchased for half a 
guinea, but,ifa gentleman wears a clean shirt 
avery day he will spend in washing that one 
articie, at the rate of sixpence per shirt per 
diem, a little more than £9 per annum,

It the Chinese Six Companies“ 
had been called Benevolent and Immigra- 
tion Societies they might not have smelled 
sweeter, but would have escaped the odium 
and numerous misrepresent tions to which 
they have been subject for so many years. 
The word companies“ is an unfortunate 
misnomer. It carriesacommercial sense— 
an idea of existing for revenue only, and 
should never have been gered. 

The fact is, whenever 4 consfderable num- 
ber of Chinese do business in any place away 
from home,. they organize them- 
selves into clubs for mutual bene- 
ut and protection. In Shanghal, 
for instance, there are clubs of Cantonese 
merchants and in Canton we have clubs of 
Shanghai merchants. such organizations, 


therefore, are not peculiar to California. 
Chinese merchants’ guilds are to be found 
in the Straits settlements, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, Japan and the Philippine Islands. In 
other towns in the United States besides 
San Francisco there are smaller and 
weaker associations similar to the ix 
Companies.’” But they are merely oftf- 
shoots of the parent stem, originally planted 
at the Golden Gate. 

As long ago as the gold epidemic in Call for- 
nia there existed the germ of the present 
„Six Companies. At first there was only 
one guild, to Whichall Chinese merchants 
and immigrants belonged. Later on, as their 
numbers increased, the rst society split up 
into several; not all at once, but gradually, 
and one at a time, ustilthe present limit has 
been reached. T present ‘‘six Com- 
panies’’ are organized on terrftorial: lines. 
The rovince of Canton, from which 
the Chinese residents of America halied 
with few exceptions, has been divided up 
into districts, and each district is represented 
by one *‘company’’ or guild. These districts 
differ widely among themselves in extent, 
wealth and population. The citizens from 
Shun-teh and Cantos City form the Sam Yup 
company, those from Hong-shan and 
Tung-quan form the Yang Wo, and those 
trom Sun-ning are members of the Ning 
Yang, and so on. The last is the strongest in 
point of collective wealth and numbers. 

The Six Companies’’ unite to form the 
Tsung-Wah Wai Quan or ‘‘Gulld of the Mid- 
dle Flowery Kingdom. In this united 
society every ‘‘company’’ is represented by 
its officers, Who make upits executive com- 
mittee. 

Each company“ has a president, a vice- 
president, who is also secretary, a treasurer 
and an interpreter, elected annually, There 
is only one regular meeting ofthe members, 
and that is for the plection of officers. Spe- 
cial meetings are subject to the call of the 
president.

Twas cavaire to the general; but it was 
an excellent play.“ 80 the Russian deli- 
cacy was an excellent whet to the palate of 
discerning gourmets, through the public, in 
England or America, till quite recently have 
never cared for it, especially as a dish or an 
appetizer.

The officers of each guild act as a board of 
arbitration in matters of dispute among its 
own members, and the Executive Committee 
of the United Six Companies arbitrate in 
cases affecting members of different com- 
panies, or guilds, as I prefer to call them. 
They act in the ey of peace-makers 
and prevent a great deal of Utigation. In 
legal troubles between Chinese and Ameri- 
cans these guilds often help to dire 
counsel, especially in capital cases. In 
their legal duties the officials of the six 
guilds do not go outside of California. 

Butin an advisory capacity their influence 
is felt throughout the land. For in- 
stance, after the passage ofthe Geary act 
and after President Harrison signed it, the 
United Chinese Guilds of San Francisco ad- 
vised their constituents everywhere to resist 
it, and asked each member to contribute $1 
for the purpose of testing the law in the su- 
preme Court of the United States. Some 
$60,000 was thus voluntarily contributed and 
Messrs. Choate and Riordan were sent to 
Washington as counsel forthe Ohinese in a 
test case that came up for trial. The resylt 
was a defeat for the Chinese and affirmation 
by the highest tribunal of the land of the 
Geary law’s constitutionality. 

By following the well-meanf advice of the 
Six Companies to resist the law and refrain 
from registering, those Chinese residents 
who were entitled to stay were placed in an 
embarrassing position whea a bare majority 
of the Supreme Justices decided against 
them, and had not the act of Nov. 3. 1893, 
amendatory to the Geary law, come to their 
relief they would now be in a bad x. The 
officers of the Six Companies have the good 
sense to grasp the situation and now they 
advise every Chinaman to register and 
comply with the law in every particular. 

In early times, during the halcyon days of 
placer mining in Callfornid, when the anti- 
Ohinese howl had not been raised and.the 
sand-lot lion lay side by side with the Ueles- 
tial lamb, those Chinese gnilds were immi- 
gration societies. In other words, they fur- 
nished information to & immigrants 
and sometimes advanced their passage 
money, which they agreed to return out of 
their earning in America, This feature has 
given rise to the false accusation that the 
**six Companies“ imported Chinese laborers. 
This charge has been amply disproved before 
the Congressional confmittee sent outin the 
70's to investigate Chinese immigration. At 
present, of course, there dre no, intending 
Ohinese immigrants to aid.

Caviarie salad, made with hard-boiled 
eges, chopped in small pieces a couple of 
fresh tomatoes, any bit of green and a lit- 
tle olive oll and -vinegar is a picnic per- 
fection hard to beat, and only carries with it 
a reasonable amount of thirst. 

The silverskin onion stuffed with a mix- 
ture of caviare, a tablespoonful of olive oil 
and fine bread crumbs, then baked for about 
twenty minutes, offers another tootbsome 
way of learniug to love caviare, The onions, 
of course, should have been half boiled be- 
fore baking to release that poisonous prop- 
erty which that strong bat lovely vegetable 
sometimes possesses very potently in com- 
bination, 

Another rather unusual way of applying 
caviare,istotakea plump young chicken, 
stuff it with caviare and roast it rapidly, 
basting freely, 

The commonest way of eating caviare is in 
the form of a sandwich, and the amount of 
these consumed in fashionable barrooms is 
largely on the increasc, but this, as a rule, 
except in the very swellest places, is not the 
true Russian caviare. a no means, 
however, an inferior article, for it is made 
fsom the eggs of fishes in our rivers that be- 
long to the sturgeon family, and it wouid 
puzzle the connolseur quite often to tell the 
difference,

It is very 
young, being not yet through its second 
decade. Yetit isa well-grown university, 
in the true sense of that most comprehensive 
word, It never had an infancy, but came 
into existence like the Jove-born Minerva, 


in full pride of manly growth, Its founder 
wasaman of wealth, but not of education. 
For Johns Hopkins, the grocery boy, had 
neitherthe time nor the means for educat- 
ing himself. In endowment Johns Hopkins 
is third ameng American institutions of 
learning, if the indefinite endowment of the 
Leland stanford University is excepted. 

It is to be studied, therefore, as a school of 
learning having unrivaled facilities for 
teaching higher knowledge, yet without 
any of those traditions which have 
been the charm and the strength of all other 
great universities. It belongs peculiarly to 
the Nineteenth Century and to America. Its 
cry is **forward,’’ and its face is turned 


squarely that way, because there 18 nothing 
for it to look back upon. N 
AFTFR A GERMAN MODEL, 

The Johns Hopkins University is modeled 
after the German universities to such an ex- 
tent that it is to all intents and purposes an 
American Heidelberg or Bonn or Berlin. 


Feeling the need of proper preparatory col- 
leges, a need supplied in Germany dy the 
mnasia, it has à college department. But 
bis plays but a small part in the university, 
althou h it to-day furnishes most of the 
social life. 
Ahe Johns Hopkins University is in the 
heart of Baltimore, eleven brick bulidings, 
reat and small, occupying five city blocks. 
‘ou go up busy North Howard street, or less 
busy residental North Eutaw street, and you 
come upon it, but you see solittie that sug- 
gests a 9 that vou hesitate and ask 
a passer-by before you venture in. And 
then it comes over you that a city is not the 
best place fora university, which demands 
ulet, undisturbed repose and a separation 
rom all the whirl of active life as first requl- 


sites. 

The buildings are very plain, no money 
having been wasted in architectural effects. 
There is ao campus, there are no trees, there 
is no passing back and forth of careless 
looking young men. You might be atany 
sort of great public institution for all the 
signs of individuality you see about. Finally, 
you come to offices and ask for catalogues. 
On the last page of the Register you find this 
sentence, which lets a flow of light upon the 
situation: *‘The university does not provide 
lodgings or board.’’ 

Ihen you read on: Excellent homes may 
be found in all parts of Baltimore at moder- 
ate prices. In all parts of Baltimore! 
Then this is not a university, but a conglom- 
eration of lecture halls to which students 
come trom ail parts of Baltimore and, reci- 
tations or lectures or examinations being 
over, they scatter to all parts of Baiti- 
more aguin. 

ORGANIZATIONS. 

In looking about for the university life of 
Johns Hopkins the SUNDAY Post-DIsPaTCH 
cortuspondent came upon a book called the 
_ **HopkKinsian,’’ a most awful title which sug- 


‘ gested for the first time what a misfortune it 
was to Johns Hopkins that it was burdened 
with such an unwieldy pame. This 
book was the register of the social life of 
Johns Hopkins, just as the ‘‘Record’’ is the 
social register of Yale. And, looking through 
its pages, one might get the idea that there 
was some such social life here as at Yale.

THE OLDEST PENSIONER. 


Andrew Franklin, 103 Years Old, a Sur- 
vivor of Four Wars. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 
BuRLINGTON, Kan., March 80.—Oongress, 
by a special act, hag just granted to Andrew 
McKee, alias Andrew Franklin, a pension of 
650 a month. The newly made pensioner is 
108 years old and fought in the war of 1812, an 
Indian war, the war with Mexico, and was a 
teamster in the Federal Army from 1861 to 


1865. , 
He was born on Christmas day in 1791, his 


mother having recently immigrated from 
France. 

In 1810 Mr. Franklin cut loose from family 
ties. Orossing the Alleghénies he located in 
Wheeling, W. Va., where he remained one 
year, when he crossed the river and located 
in Belmont County, O0. As in Wheeling he 
lead a desultory life, and in 1812 wagon the 
frontier at Cincinnati, Rumors of Indian 
wars caused nim to tramp through the 
wilderness to Chillicothe, O., where he en- 
listed in Capt. Armstrong’s company of Ohio 
militia. He was one of the many restiess 
and fearless spirits which composed the 
army of the frontier in those early days 
and was so well adapted to meet wily 
usages of savage warfare. 

On the night previous to his enlistment he 
had attended a sym postam and was still reck- 
dess from banquetting in the morning, and 
after being sworn into the service he signed 
andrew McKee onthe mustar roll instead 
of Andrew Franklin, his real name, This 
irregularity caused the old gentleman much 
trouble in procuring his pension. The long 
lapse oftime has removed his comrades to 
other climes, the Indians with whom he 80 
long associated were in the bappy hunting 
grounds, and his officers had ng since 
passed away. But Congressman Charles 
Curtis championed his cause, securred the 
passage of a special act and thus ‘secures the 
old veteran a competency as he walks down 
the western siope of life. 

In 1813 he marched in Capt. Armstrong’s 
company to Fort Stevenson, which was then 
in command of Col. Scroggins, and, being 
thus reinforced, the Colonel’s regiment num 
bered 196 men. And on the second day of 
July following, they held the fort against a 
determined attack ied by Col, short of the 
British army, who had over a thousand sol- 
diers in his command. 

Capt. Armstrong and @is men frequently 
met and routed the followers of Col. Proctor, 
Simon Gerty and others. The ambuscade, 
the keen crack of therifie, the war whoo 
and the scalping-knife of the savage have ai 
been familiar in Mr. Franklin“, life in the 
frontier wilderness. In 1814 he was in tne 
ey of Gen. Winfield Scott and fought in 
the famous battle of Lundy’s Lane, where he 
was severely wounded in the left arm dy a 
saber stroke. The close of the war found 
himat Detroit, Mich., where he was dis- 
charged from the service. Being out of em- 
ployment, he soon became restless, and, 
plunging into the forest, he traversed the 
Maumee to Ft. Wayne, Ind.. where he met 
Gen. Harrison, the bold and impetuous An- 
thony Wayne and many others of the noted 
leaders of the war of 1812. At Ft. Wayne he 
was employed as a scout and messenger, and 
for many years carried dispatches and army 
oraers back and forth from the Ohio River to 
the Great Lakes, 

At the breaking out of the Mexican war he 
was quite old, but the fire of his youth re- 
turned again, and when the martial call was 
heard he was soon seen with head erect, and

He was with the army that went by way of 
New Orleansto Vera Cruz, capturing that 
postin Juneofthe same year. He followed 
the rare fortunes of the army in Mexico for 
nearly two years. He was in the many 
skirmishes and battles from the coast to the 
capture of the City of Mexico. 

Upon his return from the Mexican {war he 
located at Keokuk, Io., and was afterwards 
elected a member of the Legislature from 
Van Buren County, where he resided until 
185,, but constantly hearing of the border 
war in Kansas he loaded his earthly goods in 
two wagons and shipped overland tothat 
State. He mingled inthe ups and downs of 
Kansas during those troublesome times. He 
was familiar with John Brown and his 
weird band of followers,with their Sharp’s 


rifles, 

At the breaking out of the war in 1861 he 
Was among the first to report at the recruit - 
ing stations, but being old he was refused 
first at one station, then at another, and was 
finally employed as a teamster, in which 
capacity he did good service in many cam- 
paigns. At the close of the war he returned 
to Burlington, Kan., which has been his 
home ever since, 

He cast his first vote for James Madison for 
President and has voted on every presi- 
dential election since. He takes an active 

artin politics and is a consistent Democrat 
nthe manner of the olden time, In 1829 he 
was married to Miss Elizabeth Rader. The 
union was happy and ten children were born 
to them, seven sons and three daughters. 
All the children are dead but five sons— 
George. Frederick, John, Andrew and Daniel. 
The first named two reside in Kansas and the 
others live in Oklahoma.

In 1870 Mr. Franklin 
was bereaved by the loss of his beloved wife.

When the Missouri! Bank was frst started 
Charles Gratiot, William Smith, John Me- 
Knight, Jean B. Cabanneand Mathew Kerr 
were appointed commissioners to receive 
subscriptions for the $250,000 of capital stock 
with which the bank was to start. 

In a very short time the Dills began to flow 
out. The President, Directors and com- 
pany of the Bank of Missouri“ promised to 
pay to — or bearer the sum of $1, 8. 
$10 or $20 as the case might be, and when the 
bearer had only one bill and the person be 
was paying had nochange he woiid tear off 
the proper proportion of the bill and keep 
the change. 

The bank notes of 1817 which were issued 
by the Bank of Missouri are on white paper 
printed on one side, and are somewhat 
smaller than the bank bills of to-day, and 
not nearly so elaborately finished. They 
bear a vignette showing a prosperous com- 
munity with Jefferson on a pedestal in the 
center of the foreground. They make very 
interesting relies but do not to-day pass

The roller reduction process gave speed for 
the primary grinding, and at the same time 
left the shell of the wheat berry almost 
whole, and so in better condition to be 
worked for the utmost granule of good flour 
that clung to it through the first grinding. 
Having at command an unlimited capacity 
for grinding, at comparatively small cost, 
the modern miller had time and means to 
pay closer attention than he formerly could 
do tothe economical reduction of the grain 
—to making sure that good wif€at was not 
going out at offal prices. The fundamental 
processes of the modern mill are those of re- 
auction, or grinding, and of sifting the flour 
out of the crushed shell, technically known 
as bolting. And when the miller found that 
hecould grind or reduce as ‘fast as he de- 
sired he was not slow to acquire the sifting 
machinery. The next essential process in 
high milling has to do with the treatment of 
the middiings—the offal product of the first 
bolting—and machinery for this purpose has 
been improved up tothe required standard 
in response to the trade demand. After the 
purifier come the auxillary machines forthe 
brushing of the last particle of flour from 
the shell, and the dressing of the wheat, to 
rid it of the smallest foreign substances that 
would injure its sale though not its quality. 
But with these processes noone but a miller 
ever becomes acquainted. 


The flour mills hereabouts are engaged in 


working up winter wheat exclusively, A 
mill equipped for this purpose could not be 
made to handle spring wheat profitably 
without rebuilding. The wheat of Illinois, 
Kansas and Missouri, which forms the 
greater part of what is brought here for re- 
Guction, is soft and capable of repeated re- 
ductions without taking on too high temper- 
ature.

She consented to live with Imlay 
as his wife, without the sanction of a re- 
ligious or civil ceremony. If ene declared 
herself a British subject it would be at the 
risk of imprisonment and death. Obscurity 
was the only safeguard. Mary was safe 
under Imiay's roof and she shielded herself 
by his name, 

A daughter was born whom she named 
1 after an old friend. But the course of 
true love did not run altogether smooth. 
Imlay was long absent under the plea of bysi- 
ness. Imlay grew cool, faithless and at 
length showed the true heartlessness of his 
nature, Her letters to him for two years are 
full of a wifely devotion and tenderness and 
for true pathos and eloquence are the most 
heart-rending that have ever been given to 
the world. 

On her return to London she became satis- 
fled with the proof or Imlay’s desertion. In 
the frenzy of despair she leaped into the 
Thames from Battersea Bridge, having first 
soaked her clothes in a driving rain, so that 
the weight would make her sink rapidly. 
Despite her soaked clothing she did not sink 
at once. She was found fore it was too 


back to consciousness and misery. She soon 
forgot her eye! and abandonment by Im- 
lay. She met William Godwin, the author of 
a popular novel, Caleb Williams' and a 
work on ‘*Political Justice, and married 
him. Both were famous books, and the latter 
denounced legal marriages. 

Her alliance with Imlay, who was still 
alive, interposed no objection because they 
had never been peed married. But before 
the birth of their child, Godwin and Mary 
Imlay were legally married in order to secure 
the respectability and rights cf their off 
spring. Ihus it was, in spite of their absurd 
theories, Eight days after the birth of a 
daughter, the mother died. The daughter 
was named Mary Wollstonecraft Godwin and 
was half sister to Fanny Imlay. ‘The old 
philosopher, Godwin, in due time married 
the widow Clarmont, who brought into the 
household a daughter named Jane Clar- 
mont, or Olara. 

In 1814 the poet, Percy Bysshe Shelley, vis- 
ited the Godwin family to learn from the 
author of Political Justice“ his views, 
with which he perfectly coincided, especially 
in relation tothe marriage tie. Shelley had 
just separated from his first wife. He re- 
paid Godwin’s advice and hospitality by 
eloping with his daughter, Mary Wolistone- 
They fled to Dover and thence 
crossed over to France and Switzerland, 
leading a Wandering life. They took with 
them Clara and her child Alegra, whose 
father was Lord Byron. 

In Italy Lord Byron refused to meet with 
Clara, but adopting the child, Alegra, placed 
her in the convent of Bagna Cavallo where 
she died of a fever, and the body was em- 
balmed and shipped by Byron to England for 
burialin Harrow Church. 

Then succeeded the tragedy of Shelley’s 
death. The body was washed ashore in the 
Gult of Spezzia, dloated and dripping with 
seaweeds. It was burned and the ashes de- 
posited in Rome. The heart of Shelley was 
kicked out of the ash heap, and became a 
source of contention forthe ownership be- 
tween the rats, Mrs. Shelley, and the finder 
thereof. As to the Imlay girl, Fanny, her 
end was deplorable. She left London for 
Swansea, where, one morning at the 
Mackworth Arms Inn, her body lay cold in 
death with a bottle of iaudanum by its side, 
ang the following note showing that like 
causes produce like effects on girls who go by 
the morphine route or by the modern femin- 
ine diet of ‘*rough on rats. 

„1 have, said this note, long deter- 
mined that the best thing I could do was to 
put an end to the existence ot a being whose 
birth was unfortunate and whose life has 
only been a series of pain to those persons 
who have hurt their health in enaeavoring 
to promote her welfare. Perhapsto hear of 
my death may give you pain, but you will 
soon have the blessing of forgetting that 
sach a creature ever existed as „ 

The blame was on Shelley, but to ada 


to the later’s distress only about 
four months after Fanny’s suicide 
Shelley’s first wife Harriet was taken 


out of the Serpentine River in which she 
drowned herself and her sorrows. In closing 
this strong eventful history’’ it may be 
added that there died the other day Sir 
Vercey Shelley, the last of the race and only 
son ofthe poet and may Cos win born Nov. 
19, 1819. He inherited his grandfather's es 
tate and title, but took no oe im his father’s 
ogee y fame, never alluding toit. It must 
© put down to his credit, however, that 
when the graves of Godwin and his wife 
Mary Wollstonecraft, at Old st. Pancrag 
Church yard, wére ruined by the building of 
a railway Sir Percy Shelley procured their 
removal to Bournemouth, where his mother 
Mary Godwin Shelley, was already laid. 
Thus we see that the tragic story of this re- 
markable family, due in the first instance to 
the connection of Capt. Imlay of Kentucky 
with Mary Wolistoncraft, carries with ita 
moral as effective as that of any novel.

The Daztamoor, 
first named adorns the imperial scepter of 
the Czar of Russia, and played an important 


part in a grand historic love affair. eigh- 
ing 193 carats, ponding: only to the Regent in 
beauty and rivaling the Kohinoor in roman- 
tic Interest, it is the most remarkable of all 
the Russian diamonds. 

According to one accaunt, it formed one of 
the eyes of Aurung, Zebe’s peacock at Delhi. 
According to a more authentic account, it 
formed the eye of an idol named Scri-Rangu, 
whose temple was near Tristinopoly, where 
it was stolen by a French deserter in the In- 
dian service. By him it was brought to 
Madras and sold to an English sea captain 
for £2,000. Thence it was carried to London 
and sold for £12,000. 

Later it found its way into the hands of 
Khojeh, a Persian merchant,who met Prince 
Orloff in Amsterdam. Orloff, who had fallen 
under the displeasure of the Empress Cath- 
arine, bought the diamond of Khojeh and 


The Orloff. 


presented it tothe Empress, and was rein- 
stated In favor by his imperial mistress, 

The Pitt or Regent, a diamond known by 
both names, was found bya slave in the 
Parteal Mines, on the Kistnu, in India, in 
1701. It was hidden by him, some say, in a 
wound which he made in the calf of his leg. 
Anxious for freedom, he made known his 
secret toan English skipper, who took him 
on board, secured the diamond and thgn 
flung the poor unfortunate into the sea. The 
skipper sold the diamond to Thomas Pitt, 
the founder of the famous Pitt family, then 
Governor of Fort St. George, for £1. 000. 

The diamond was taken to Engiand by Pitt. 
In its rough state it weighed 410 carats. 
When cut it was redueed in weight to 136% 
carats and was valued at $2,400,000. Later, 
in 1717, this stone passed from England to 


Kohinoor Recut. 
France and became the property of the Duke 


of Orlekns, then Regent of France, It 
was preserved for many years among the 
French crown jewels, and was exhib- 
ited with such at the Paris Exposition of 
1855. Itissaidthatthefirst Napoleon wore 
this diamond in the pommel of his sword; 
and there are those who believe that this 
sword and its preclous ornament were found 
in Napoleon’s carriage after the battle of 
Waterloo, and thatthe real Pitt, or Regent, 
is now in Berlin, It would almost seem from 
these statements as if this famous stone had 
lost its identity. 

Among the other stones there is the Dazia- 
moor, Sea or River of Licht, weigning 186 
carats. This and another stone of the same 
bulk figured asthe ornaments In a magnifi- 
cent pairof bracelets valued at $5,000,000, 
The companion stone was the Thiemah. Both 
stones belong to the Shah. 

In the collection is the Mountain 

of Light,’’ 1385 carats; the Abbas 
Mirza, 130 carats; the Sea of Glory, 66 
carats, and many other stones of great value 
and celebrity. The Persian crown diamonds 
atone time were numerous and exception- 
ally valuable. There are those who think 
that, owing to the hard times experienced by 
Persian royalty, the jewels have deen ex- 
changed for gold. 
Another famous diamond of Eastern origin, 
and having a historic past, is the Great 
Sancy. Found in the East and brought 
West about 1570 by M. de Sancy, if one-half 
of what js told of this stone is true, it has had 
a wonderful history. It was preserved at 
one time in the stomach of a faithful servant, 
who died in defending it; it was the property 
of Henry III., and later of Henry IV. of 
France; it passed to England, and is believed 
to have formed part of the diamond treas- 
ures of the great Elizabeth, of James I., of 
his son Charles, of his grandson Charles and 
of his other grandson, that fellow of ex- 
ecrable memory known as James II.

CARRIER PIGEONS FLY BY SIGHT. 


Not By Instinct or fcms Mysterious 
Sense, Says Prof. Hodge. 
Writton fer the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

Prof. G, F. Hodge, of Clark University, at 
Worcester, Mass., has been experimenting 
to ascertain how carrier pigeons find their 
way home, and the result of his work Is giv- 
en inthe April number ofthe Poplar Science 
Monthly. It entirely dissipates the poplar 
notion that carrier pigeons are guided by 
some ‘‘direction sense,’’ or blind instinct, 
or, as the French have put it, that they fol- 
low certain electrical currents, which their 
delicate senses apprehend, 

The result of Prof, Hodge’s work is to dem- 
onstrate that carrier pigeons are guided by 
sight alone. He says that nocarrier pigeon 
can find his way over strange country, that 
he is likely to get lost in the fog, and that un- 


til he learns from experience he is often 
fooled by colors or objects which appear to 
be familiar. Thus with some young pigeons 
with which the Professor experimented ,they 
fiew to the nearest red barn when let out ofa 
closed cage, supposing it to be the red barn 
near their home-loft, and for a time they 
would y to any red barn that came in sight, 

Another curious fact was noticed about 
these young pigeons. The moment they 
were liberated from their home loft they flew 
to the top of the nearest chimney and began 
to look about and take mental notes. Thirty- 
five minutes were thus occupied in noting 
every detail of their surroundings, looking 
this way and that,and covering all the points 
ofthe compass. Having learned the lay of 
the land, they were ready to be taken offa 
quarter of a mile or so, when, fying up toa 
great height, they sawsome familiar object 
to which they would fy atonce and quickly 
make their way todhe loft. 

It was noticed by the professor, however, 
that some ofthese pigeons were fools and 
others very sagacious. The fools got lost 
easily, did not proceed upon any rational 
basis and allowed themselves to be deceived 
by trees and hilis which took them in the 
wrong direction. The more § sagacious 
pigeons when liberated in a strange place 
would fly to a great height in a constantly 
widening circle, In a very few minutes they 
would sweep a territory fifty miles in extent 
in vision. ven when the home loft was less 
than a mile away some of the carrier pigeons 
wasted immense effort and time in trying to 
find it. 

One of them made four circles and rose high 
intheair. To the south and west were lakes 
and woods, with but few farmhouses. 
Towards the north was the village of South 
Madison, Wis., near which the experiments 
were held. The pigeon rushed off in the 
wrong direction to inspect a red barn, which 
he thought looked like that near the loft, but

BERLIN, March 19.—Bismarek’s Birthday on 
the ist of April will be celebrated this year, 
besides the eustomary torchlight procession, 
at FPriedrichsruhe, by the issue of a new book 
written by Dr. Adolph Kohut, entitled, 
„Fuerst Bismarek und die Frauen (Prince 
Bismarck and his relations to women). The 
SUNDAY PosT-DisPaTCH correspondent has 
hada hurried glance at the manuscript be- 
fore givento the printer, The book is des- 
tined to create a widespread interest. It will 
deal, first, with the woman ofthe Bismarck 
femily—his mother, sister, wife, daughters 
and daughters-in-law. : 

The book will show that the gentle sex has 
‘played a considerable part in Bismarck’s 
ite. He always admired them without ever 
being their slave. 

An interesting conversation is recorded be- 
tween Lothar Bucher, who for many years 
was Bismarck’s confidential secretary, gnd 
Poschiner, the historian. Poschiner recalls 
the conversation as follows: ‘‘I asked Bucher 
as to which of the political acts of Bismarck 
he looked upon as the greatest, and reminded 
him of Bismarck’s own words that he was 
proudest of his solution of the Schleswig- 
Holstein question. ‘That may do, 
answered Bucher, ‘but when I look back 
upon the time when I myself worked under 
Bismarck in the Chancellory, I must name 
the paving the way for an alliance with 
Austria as Bismarck’s greatest deed.’ 


‘you will comprehend this when you re- 
alize that between Prussia and Austria there 
existed an opposition of 100 years’ standing. 
A short time Defore, the Austrians had been 
conquered dy us, and Austria had a Minister 
in the person of Count von Beust, who 
wanted to commence the war again—the ear- 
lier the better. Further, France made a 
strong effort to gain an alliance with Aus- 
tria. The war of 1866, politically speaking, 
was very simple. It was a duel where we 
had a good second in Italy, but after 1866 
came a union of the greatest powers, and 
since that time we had to reckon with the 
coalitions. Thealliance with Austria is Bis- 
marck’s own work. It could never have 
been accomplished if Bismarck had not en- 
ye and the full confidence of the Emperor of 

ustria.

James, measuring ten inches in height, 
brought (without frames) the quite phezom- 
enal price of $ apiece, and so great was the 
demand for them that the operator found 
bimself unable to meet it. Indeed, the run 
upon these pictures was unprecedented in 
the history of photography, and complaints 
were constantly made by the dealers that 
they were losing salesin consequence of an 
nsufficie nt supply of copies. 

It then occurred to Mr. James that a 
chromo-lithograph might be gotten out with 
advantage (the work to be done in Paris), 
and an application for this purpose was 
made tothe owner for the loan of the orig- 
inal. Mr. Storrs, however, was unwilling 
that his picture should be carried to such 4 
distance, and Mr. Oertel, who had never 
parted with the copyright, set about making 
a new painting. This work was done at 
Irvington-on-the-Hudson, the home of the

STERILIZING MILK. 


: The Government Gives Dirictions as to 

) How It May Be Dine. 

An the careful mothers oi the land who 
have deen excited by the recent dis- 
cussions concerning milk as a circulating 
disease, will rejoice to hear th rule formu- 
lated by the Bureau of Anima Industry at 
Washington for sterilizing mil. 

These directions state that the milk to be 
sterilize@ forthe use of chil@en should be 
placed in a perfectly clean botte, which isto 
be put inside any con ventent metal vessel, 
into which cold water should h poured until 


it reaches the level of the milk in the bottle. 
The mouth of the bottle shoud be closed, 
not with a cork, but witha ug of clean 
white cotton. It will be foind more con- 
venient in practice to rale the bottle 
containing the milk about hal an inch trom 
the bottom of the outer vestel by a wire | 
stand, perforated plate or any other conve- 
Dient means, as this facilitates the circula- 
tion of the hot water roum the milk bottle. 
The saucepan or outer vesjel should then be 
placed ona fire, or Apap yen a stove, and 
slowly heated until the thmperature of the 
water in it reaches 1% deg. Fahren- 
heit. The vessels shoull then be taken 
from the fire and cover¢l over closely, a 
piece of woolen cloth, Dianftet, or thin drug- 
get answering very well. it should remain 
vered for half an hour,.aj the expiration of 
which time the bottle of mik shouid be taken 
out and put in a cool place] Ihe milk may 
be used at any time within twenty-four 
hours, The cotton, howevir, should not be 
removed, as it prevents th¢entrance of dust 
or germs of any kind. 
The explanation of the phcess is very sim- 
ple. A temperature of liddeg. maintained 
for half an hour e is sufficieg@t to destroy any 
germs likely tobe presen} in milk, and by 
raising the temperature ofthe outer water 50 
deg. in excess, and LS the milk 


to stand in the heated Water for half an 
hour, the proper temperatire is ensured for 
the 122 period of tim If the tempera- 
ture of the water Is allow/d to rise above 155 
deg. the taste and; quality of the 
milk are affected, though jot to the same ex» 
tent as tf it were bolled. pf course, an ordl- 
nary thermometer may bo used, and the 
temperature tested from time to time by 
lifting the lid of the outer vessel, but if ster- 
llized milk is required to tb used regularly, it 
would be found much mpre convenient to 
have a hole punched in th¢ cover of the outer 
vessel, in which a cork could be placed, 
through which a chemicalthermometer may 
be passed, the bulb being inthe water and 
the scale uf degrees belngvisibie above the 
cork; sothatthe requiredtemperature may 
be readily ascertained ty mere inspection. 
Where a quantity of sterilged milk is required 
several bottles may Dbepiacedinthe same 
outer vessel, all being nlled to the same 
height with the milk to be sterilized.
